ter, but managed to keep afloat. 


The President's arrival at Seattle 


was p'recederl by a review ot the 
United States fleet assembled in El- 
liott Bay, upon which Seattle fronts. 
The Henderson, with the President 
Handing on the flying bridge, passed 
between lines'of battleships, destroy- 
ers and other vessels ot the nary, 
more than fifty In all. There was a 
continuous booming-of saluting guns 
and the playing of bands as the Hen- 
derabtr steamed slowly along.

"Farmers proved that the'common 


barberry spreads black stem rust to 
nearby whoat fields. Scientists showed 
why and how. 
Both have ehown that, 


rust epidemics disappeared when the 
bushes'were destroyed," said Dr. E. 0. 
Stakniun ot the United States Dcpart- 
meut til Agriculture. It Is related that 
as early as 1720 a farmer In England 
became so angry at feeing a large bar- 
berry hush on a neighbor's farm, but 
near his own wheat,'that he poured 
boiling water aro'und the roots of the 
plant at night until he had killed It. 


Buahei Source of Trouble, 


A number of writers,observed during 


the. lime from about 1750 to 1805 thati 
wherever barberry bushes were found 
near whoat fields there also was found 
Infected grain. 
Although it was not 


known just hen- rust could come from' 
the bnrberry. It wins nnlimi) that many 
farmers who Imd noted the damage 
to their own fields should be convinced 
thrifthe bushes were the source of the 
trouble and should lie removed. 
Dif- 


ferences'of opinion between farmers 
and owners of burberry bushes became 
so sharp as to 'cause a so-called bar- 
berry war, whlih raged from about 
1805.until 18T>r>. Farmers whose grain 
had been Destroyed by black stein rust 
often destroyed .tlie guilty barberry 
hushes without even -asking the own- 
er's permission. • 


' Oe Bary Solved Problem. 


"Scientists," says Doctor Stakman, 


"finally tried to find out whether the 
farmers were right. They" were." The 
matter finally was cleared up in-1805 
by:De Bary, a German scientist, who' 
made careful experiments and found 
that the life history of the black stem- 
riist parasite Is as follows: The black 
stage of the rust lives through the 
winter. 
It cannot Infect grains or 


grasses. The spores (seeds), however, 
do 'Infect, the common barberry, on 
which they, produce the. cluster-cup 
stage o f . t h e rust. 
The cluster-cup 


spo.rea are then blown by the wind and 
Infect: grains-anil: grasses, on which 
they produce the red or summer slage 
of Ihe hist. .This stage continues:to 
propagate arid spread until Mate'sum- 
mer, or. fill, when the black stage 
ngajn Is produced.

Two cut-' 
tlnga of bay may be made In one sea- 
ion, giving a totnl yield, of two to four 
toni per acre. Although It Is relished 
by stock If cut early enough,-It has1 
no higher feeding value than ordinary' 
grass hay. The feeding value of Sudan 
grass hay may be greatly Increased by' 
growing toy beans or cowpeas witlv 
It. 
For some' farmers Sudan grata' 


would be of even more value as pas-1 


ture or as a soiling crop than for hay.

crops in this country, says the United 
Stult-s Department of Agriculture. It 
Is ulso widely distributed throughout 
the world, growing,In various soils 
nud iiicviiiig tbe rlgurj) of both heat 
and tuld. It 
roiinlrrs considerable 


moisture, but It iln* best In a relative- 
I)' dry atmosphere where water Is 
available for Irrigation. In the United 
States It succeeds al altitudes rang- 
ing from below sen level in the Impe- 
rial valley, Cal., 'to 8,000 feet above 
the sea In the mountains'of Colorado. 


Alfalfa withstands hot weiitlier well 


where the atmosphere Is dry'; most of 
the damage Is done, by very cold wealh- 
er In winter and spring. It la- not 
.known to what extent cold alune does 
damage to Ihe crop, bin it js known 
that low temperatures combined with 
other winter conditions cuuse a high 
mortality among the plants. Alternate 
freezing and thawing on iKxirly drained 
soils often does much diimnge by heav- 
ing tlie plants out of Ihe ground and 
breaking the roots. .. 


Deep loams with open subsoils are 


best, but where, other conditions are 
favorable the crop bus a very wide 
range of adaptation. It'docs not thrive 
on a soil that Ims un Impervious sub- 
soil, hardpan, or bedrock near the sur- 
face. 
However, It Ims been known to 


do well on'soils with limestone ledges 
18 Inches below the surface, flood sur- 
.fnce nnd underdralimgc are necessary. 
During the growing' season complete 
submergence for 24 to JS hours may do 
much Injury, but when the plums'are 
dormant they may.remain under water 
several days without danger. The crop 
seldom succeeds where the water table 
comes, close to' the surface, especially 
If It fluctuates considerably.

Discuss Insect Pests o'f ' 


.United States and Canada 
As n result of an International con- 


ference, on. Insects, of Importance bolh 
to.the northwestern isiatta and :the 
prairie provinces of Canada, wblch.was 
held -at- Winnipeg,' Manitoba, recently, 
plans were perfected7 for conducting 
experimental work In the control of 
these Insects: The experiments are lo 
be carried on In such a way-as to 
render Ihe results' "comparable In all 
the districts/Involved.. 'A.'bfis'e map, of 
all .the Iriternailon'al,.territory affected, 
has been prepared for the purpose of 
p!ottlngLtl|e. occurrence of the principal 
'insect pests.of common importance to 
Canada and tin United Stjtes. 


The principal pests discussed were 


grasshoppers, the. western wheat-stem 
suwtly, the pale western cutworm, and 
the Hessian fly In Cahtda., Tlie bureau 
of entomology of the. United .States 
Department of Agriculture was repre- 
sented, and other American entomol- 
ogists were present. The meeting was 
addressed by. Deputy Minister'of Ag- 
riculture Davis, of'Manlloba, and alao 
by the acting president of'the agricul- 
tural college.

Lights Float on Mercury. 


There is said to he an Increasing 


demand for quicksilver. In manufac- 
tures of electric appliances. 
An-In- 


teresting and Increasing use In Scot-' 
land Is the rtoatlng of lights .of 11 jbt- 
bouses upon a body of quicksilver. 
The ffiefal Ii pot consumed, ot c^ujge, 
and the loss In use Is Insignificant. 


It appears that the .commissioners 


of northern lighthouses in Edinburgh 
have In their charge ninety light- 
houses on the coast of Scotland. Up 
to a few years ago the revolving lights 
were borne on.rollers.; The "float"; 
system hns beon'grndually Introduced/ 
however) and Is "noV- In 'operation at 
thirty coast stations and will be used 
at all others. The lighting machinery 
rests on a pontoon which runs on 
quicksilver In a groove. 
The quan- 


tity of mercury, required for this imr- 
pose In a lighthouse Is from seven to 
eight flasks of 76 pounds each.
